Washington, D. C., March 31.—Spain’s offi-

Havana, March 81.—Captain General 
Blanco has issued an important decree, 
dated March 30, and published this morning, 
in which he directs the end of the reconcen- 
tration in the Prcvinces of Pinar del, Rio, 
Havana, Matanzas, and Santa Clara. 
The preamble sets forth that “ the pacifiéa- 
tion of said provinces having been considera- 
bly advanced by the combined action of

ful and respectable elements. Official char- 
ity, a few days after the establishment of 
these juntas, provided them with resourtes, 
handing over $100,000 Nov. 23 and $50,000

called upon to show their zeal by giving a 
good example, an appeal to which these au- 
thorities responded with an interest worthy 
of all praise. In this way was private char- 
ity encouraged and enabled to organize its 
own protective committees, economic kitch- 
ens, and charitable associations,.which dis- 
tribute relief personally and contribute pow- 
to relieve the suffering. 


Field Labor Is Resumed. 


As a result of all this public spirit began 
to rise again, confidence returned, and a dis- 
position to work began to prevail. In Santa 
Clara there are actually a large number 
these unhappy beings occupied in fleld labor. 
In order to avoid the overcrowding which 
was found to oceur when the laborers re- 
turned to the towns after the day’s work, 
huts were erected for them in the cultivated 
zone with very excellent results. In Pinar 


del Rio five villages are being reconstructed 


and effective means are being taken to in- 
crease and encourage agricultural labor. In 
Santiago de Cuba the cultivated zones are in 


perfect condition; those of San Luis, Songo, | 
and Canery may be cited as models. In 


Matanzas 10,000 free railway tickets were 
given to the reconcentrados, who returned to 
their old homes. Gradually the gravity of 
the crisis is passing away, but owing to the 
height it attained this cannot be accom- 
plished in a brief time. 

Apart from any preconceived idea it is 
oniy just to admit that the help which comes 
from the United States is also a powerful 
means Of relief in the actual circumstances.

In this 
plan the Mayors and Alcaldes are expected 
to take part, establishing soup kitchens, 
etc., and doing all in their power to termi- 
nate the existing misery. Then follow five 
articles, carrying out what is set forth in 
the preamble. 

Article 1. After the publication of this 
order the reconcentrados and their families 


win be allowed to return home mn the four 


‘provinces given above. 

Article 2 orders all relief committees and 
civil and. military authorities to facilitate 
the workings of the decree and also to aid 
the reconcentrados in selecting and securing 
houses. 

Article 3 directs the colonial government 
through its secretary and ministry officers 
to prepare to execute all necessary orders to 
secure for the country people work on public 
improvements, and also to give food, by eco- 
nomical kitchens, to all the suffering, atten- 
tion being called to those on the small coun- 
try estates. 

Article 4. All the expenses over and abov 
the funds now tn the hands of the commii 
tees are to be provided for under the hea. 
cf an y war credit.

Blanco Reviews the Situation. 


Washington, D. C., March 81.~The Span- 
ish Legation has received full reports from 
Captain General Blanco, from the Govern- 
ors of all the provinces of Cuba, and from 
the Alcaldes and chiefs of police of the prin- 
cipal cities as to the condition of the recon- 
centradys.* It is an elaborate treatment of 
this subject by the officers directly in charge, 
and gives the situation fully from their 
standpoint. It is noteworthy that they do 
not seek to minimize the dreadful condition 
of these people, but endeavor to show that 
they are doing their utmost to alleviate the 
misery and misfortune which exist. ; 

General Bianco's report is in substance as 
follows: “ In the midst of the painful im- 
pression caused by the situation of the re- 
concentrados, it is some satisfaction to note 
the great improvement in their condition as 
compared with what it was four or five 
months ago. In response to the keen inter- 
cst which the home government has shown 
in the matter, this government has endeav- 
ored from the very first in every possible 
way to alleviate so much misery and mis- 
fortune. The cities, overfilled with men 
women, and children without work, were 
unabie to sustain a population of consumers 
who produced nothing. The destruction 
and pillage of so many small hamlets by the 
insurgents compelled the unfortunate in- 
habitants to seek refuge in the towns to 
save their lives, the only thing possible to 
be saved from this wanton and barbarous 
destruction which had reduced them to a 
state of the most horrible wretchedness. In 

o Principe nearly all the reconcentra- 
dos were of this class. 

The maladies originated by this crowding 
together of human beings and the fatal be- 
lief in an inevitable death combined to take 
away from many the necessary energy to 
Struggle for lite and to discourage private 
charity, ich considered itself impotent, 
without a decided heip from official charity.

private charity at the present moment ore 
children and women, whose future has to 
be assured. 


“A state of war invariably leaves deep 


scars, and much work and time are neces- 
sary to repair the damage done in a single

No one doubts that the motive of bis 
assailant was revenge for the death of Brig- 
adier General Nestor Aranguren, who was 
killed by the Spanish soldiers under Bene- 
dicto.

ONE MILLION FOR THE MILITIA. 


New York Legislature Rushes Through 
the Bill to Prepare the Guard 
for Hostilities. 


Albany, N. . March 31.—[{Special.]—One 
of the quickest pieces of legislation ever et- 


‘fected was the bill passed today appropriat- 


ing $1,000,000 to place the National Guard of 
New York on a war footing,, the Governor 
being empowered to draw sums to that 
s mount as needed. The bill was introduced 
and passed by both Houses of the Legisla- 
ture and was signed by the Governor and 
placed on the statut books in less tnun 
ninety minutes. The Governor's message to 
the Legislature said: — 

Events are now transpiring of so grave 
and genera] import that the attention of 
every enlightened people is fixed upon us. 
The crisis which our national government 
meets involves those deep considerations 
which affect the future of the race. To aid 
that government by approval and support; 
to sustain its hand when raised for justice 
and fair play, is the duty of every State. 
No hour has ever been so full of peril that 
New York has faltered while it passed. Be- 
cause of her past history and her present 
greatriess she should the first to under- 
stand the meaning of today. After long re- 
flection, and with an earnest desire to do 
that which ought to be done, and to refrain 
from that which ought not to be done, I 
recommend that before you adjourn you 
take such action as desirable to provide 
against such urgent needs as the future may 
disclose. I believe you will, not in haste or 
anger toward any other people, but in the 
deliberate purpose to defend your own, and 
as a sign of hope to the struggling and dis- 
tressed, realizing that patriotism without 
preparation is as fragile as a dream, so act 
that the enlightened sentiment of the world 
Will justify you.” 

The State tax rate adopted by the 
Legislature is 2.08 mills on every dollar of 
valuation. This is the lowest since 1857, ex- 
cepting in 1891 and 1802, when the federal 
tax refund was covered into the general 
fund. The Legislature adjourned sine die 
today. — 


LIKE THE PRESIDENT’S POLICY.

Autonomy a Fatlure in Puerto Rico. 

New York, March $1.—The reported trou- 
ble in Puerto Rico, by reason of which it 
is stated that practically the entire auto- 
nomist ministry has resigned, was widely 
discussed by Puerto Ricans in this city 
today.

Havana, March 31.—Progress towards set- 
tuns the Cuban question cannot be reported 
‘from Cuba. So little is known here of the 
negotiations between the two governments 
that even the most violent among the Span- 
ish classes are disposed to await fuller in- 
formation. 

Desultory fighting goes on in the eastern 
provinces, with usual disproportion, accord- 
ing to official reports, between the number of 


insurgents killed and the number of Spanish | 


soldiers wounded, while the mortality among

arms are making headway. a 

As to an armistice, nothing has been done, 
and Blanco apparently is able to do nothing 
until he changes his methods. The two 
agents of the government who were acting 
under General Pando’s direction in trying to 
open negotiations for the acceptance of 
“amplified autonomy” are still at a sugar 
plantation near Holguin, :n Santiago Prov- 
ince. They are trying to reach Calixto 


Garcia, but content themselves with sending 


out letters, to the insurgent camps: Gomez 


can be reached as quickly from Havana as 
from Holguin. He will receive a proposition 
for armistice direct from Blanco under a flag 

of truce, and in no other way. . 


Nothing Short of Independence. 

This is as well understood in government 
les as among insurgents. Officials will 
not admit that this stage of recognizing the 
belligerency of the insurgents has been 
reached. There will be no communication 
between Blanco and Gomez except openly 
and under forms of war. Gomez, according 
to latest advices from him, does not ex- 
pect such an admission. He seems to think 
the best method of settlement which will 
have proper regard for Spanish suscepti- 
bilities is through a commission or commis- 
sioner from the United States. He has 
promised that any commission shall be con- 
ducted to his camp within two days after 
leaving the Spanish lines around Sancti 
Spiritus, in Santa Clara Province. But any 
negotiations, either direct or through the 
good offices of the Washington administra- 


tion, must be based at the outset on the rec; . 


ognition of Cuban independence. No armis- 
tice will be arranged that does not proceed 
from this starting point, and no peace nego- 


tiations will be begun except on this condi- 


tion. Information on this point is not guess- 
work, It is definite and trustworthy. — 

Consul General Lee has so far received no 
intimation that negotiations between Spain 
and the United tes have progressed to 
such a degree that communication may be 
opened with the insurgents. If a peaceful 
cession of the independence of Cuba depend- 
ed on the temper of the Spanish classes in 
Cuba it would be defeated. Their temper 
is an ugly one. 

The report on the Maine disaster had been 
so thoroughly discounted in advance that 
its publication caused no demonstration here. 
Nevertheless violent and passionate objec- 
tions are made to it, and the ignorant are 


made to believe that the finding of an ex- 


terior explosion was made by the America 
board for the deliberate purpose of gi 
the United States a grievance against Spain. 
The falsehood that Captain Sigsbee and his 
officers were not on board is repeated. This 
is a sample of the way Spanish prejudices 
are invoked, 

Cruelty Toward the Reconcentrados. 

However, all classes recognize that the 


Maine incident in itself is not going to cause 


war between the two countries. The initia- 
tion of the ultra loyalists shows itself in 
another manner. Conservatives who claim 
they are giving the government patriotic 
support because ct the aggression of the 
United States are demanding that.succor to 
the reconcentrados be stopped and that if 
aid is necessary, which they profess to deny, 
it be given by their own authority. No heed 
will be paid this demand. Blanco could 
not heed it without further exposing to the 
world the utter impotence of Spanish power 
in Cuba and the inability of the government 


to feed the starving population. American 


relief must continue, not simply for the re- 


concentrados, but for a large proportion of 


town population which will be without 
means of support until peace is restored. 


The quarrel between the autonomists and- 


conservatives over the alleged bad faith in 
choosing members of the Spanish Cortes 
continues, The autonomists did take two 
Deputies which they had promised to the 
conservatives.

Woodwork of the Fighting Ships 
Is Ordered Ashore. 
BIG STOCK OF AMMUNITION.

On Board the Flagship New York, Key 
West, Fia., March 31.—Everybody in Key 
West, everybody in the fleet, is eagerly look- 
ing north for relief from the awful suspense 
that reigns here awaiting the news of the 
President’s ultimatum to Spain. Of course 
it will end soon, and if appearances count 
for anything there is little doubt of the out- 
come. All the ships are ready for immediate 
action, and wartime preparations are under 
way. * 

Orders unprecedented in the history of th 


American navy have been issued to clear 


for action. A conference of the Captains of 
the fleet was held this morning. It was at- 
tended by Fighting Bob Evans and Cap- 
tains Sampson and Chadwick. At its con- 
clusion an order was issued to send ashore 
all the woodwork of the fighting ships at 
once. 

On the New York, the Iowa, and the Indi- 
ana all boats will be sent away tomorrow 
except those used in going, ashore to Key 
West. On the flagship this means that ten 
steam launches and cutters will be dispensed 
with at daybreak tomorrow, leaving only 
five boats—barely enough for shore duty. 

But this order has a deeper significance to 
the jackies who must do the fighting if war 
comes. It means that an order to abandon 
the ship is out of the question, for a créw of 
600 would be helpless to execute such an 
order with but five boats, and their only 
obeyable order woul@ be to fight to the death 
and trust their fate to Davy Jones. All 
must take their chances. 

The conference of Captains also 
that all woodwork, including stgnal bridges, 
charthouses, and staterooms, must be 
knocked to pleces and removed at once. Ac- 
cording to the na regulations of clearing 
for action this will leave only awning 
stanchions, vefitilators, and smokestacks 
on deck. 

Every ship in the squadron is in such shape 
that it can be under way, with steam up and 
loaded guns, in one minute after orders are 
received. Every ship is crammed with coal, 
provisions, and ammunition up to the limit 
of its capacity. Everything has been done 
but to declare war. The Cincinnati put on 
the War colors today, and completed the 
formidable appearance of the fleet. 

Spain’s powerful fleet will be off Havana 
shortly, and the speed with which these lat- 
ter preparations have been made is a sure 
indication of the government’s determina- 
tion to be prepared for any emergency. 
Precedents have been abandoned, as is 
shown by the appointment of Sampson in 
charge of the squadron. The situation is 
critical, and the Navy department has re- 
garded fitness and ability before rank. The

BORROWED CASH AT HIS WILL. 


Witnesses Testify to Lax Methods in 
the Management of Chestnut 
. Street Bank Affairs. 


Philadelphia, Pa., March 31.—Willlam 
Steele, formerly cashier of the collapsed 
Chestnut Street National Bank, charged 
with making false reports of the bank s con- 
dition to the Controller of the Currency, 
was given a hearing today before United 
States Commissioner Edmunds. George M. 
Coffin, Deputy Controller of the Currency; 
Bank Examiner Hardt, George H. Earle, re- 
ceiver of the bank, and all of the directors 
of the institution gave testimony. 

According to the evidence the late William 
M. Singerly, President of the bank. received 
large loans from the bank. The Controller 
admonished him to cease borrowing. At that 
time he owed $578,000, and when the bank 
failed his indebtedness was $800,000, while 
the collateral] security was estimated at 
$75,000. Bank Examiner Hardt said‘eight 
reports made by Cashier Steele during 1896 
and 1897 to the Controller were all false 
with respect to the loans, and in some there 
was a suppression of facts regarding over- 
drafts. He testified to each in detail. 

Receiver Earle told of a conversation he 
had with Mr. Steele in which the cashier 
said Mr. Singerly would come to the bank 
and get money from the cash drawer with- 
out the knowledge of any of the directors, 
and would place collateral in a private 
drawer. This latter was placed in the books 
as cash items. Steele told the receiver that 
in doing this he was merely obeying orders. 

The directors’ testimony showed that they 
did not know the,extent of Mr. Singerty’s in- 
debtedness. In October, 1896, the Controller 
notified them he owed $578,000. A meeting 
was held,-and Mr. Singerly promised to re- 
duce the amount. Instead it was increased. 

The hearing was then continued until next 
Wednesday, Mr. Steele renewing his bail 
bend of $10,000. 3 


ALICE MITCHELL IS DEAD. 


Girl Who Murders Freda Ward Six 
Years Ago Dies in an Insane 
Asylum. 


Memphis, Tenn., March 31.—[{Special,j— 
Alice Mitcheil died at Bolivar Asylum 
the Insane this morning at7 o’clotk, and h 
body was sent to Memphis. A bimple bur 
was conducted by one of the city 
pastors, and the remains were laid away 
beside those of her father and brothers. 

Thus ends one of the most remarkable 
tragedies in the world’s history. It was 
Jan. 25, 1802, that she killed Freda Ward, 
her intimate friend and companion. 

She was placed in the county jail, and a 
long, weary trial was endured. Expert tes- 
timony was introduced of the most learned 
phyvicians in the land to try to solve the 
problem of her strange life, but all failed, 
and she was finally sent by the court to the 
asylum for the insane and there remained. 

For Freda Ward she had an abnormal 
affection. She wrote her when absent as a 
sentimental lover would write to his sweet- 
heart, and was at the same time insanely 
jealous of her. Her death lifts a gloom that 
has hung over her family and friends like a 
pall.

Mekinley's Note Said to Call in Plain 


Terms for the Independence 
| of Cuba. 


Lenton April 1.—The Washington corre- 


spondent of the Dally Mall asserts that 
President McKini¢y has addressed a note 
to the Spanish government demanding in- 
dependence for Cuba in such peremptory 
terms as to amount to an ultimatum, and 
that Spain must reply today (Friday). 

The New York correspondent of the Daily 
Telegraph after asserting that President Mc- 
Kinley has demanded Cuban independence,

* Spain has asked and obtained from the 
United States government a delay of twen- 
ty-four hours for a reply, which, if it does 
not practically free Cuba, will be immediate- 
ly followed by an ultimatum.” 

The American dispatches to the other 
morning papers do not go so far, but it is 
universally conceded that America’s demand 
for an armistice must perforce imply Cuban 
independence. All the editorials are based 
on this supposition, and follow the Times in 
advising Spanish acceptance, with the finan- 
cial advantages for Spain which unudoubt- 
edly accompany the demand. 

The Daily Telegraph says: The ultima- 
tum is one which other nations can only take 
note of in sorrowful and anxious silence.“ 

The Daily Chronicle discusses the Ameri- 
can demands as mar..ing a crisis involving 
momentous turning point in American his- 
tory—namely: *‘ The abandonment of Mon- 
roeism, which is a subject fraught with mo- 
mentous issues for mankind." 


SPAIN FORMULATES A REPLY. 


Queen Regent Urges Firmness and Sus- 
tains Sagasta in Refusing Presi- 
dent McKinley’s Demands. 


Madrid, March 31.—It has been a day of 
great anxiety. The papers have confined 
themselves to ambiguities on the subject of 
the Cabinet council. It should be said to 
their credit that they have displayed great 
prudence in their suppositions and com- 
ments, showing their appreciation of the 
fact that in the present critical time it fs 
hazardous and might be prejudicial to the 
country to discuss the situation without 
sufficient knowledge of the conditions. ‘ihe 
evening papers, without exception, consider 
the situation unchanged, notwithstanding 
the recent conferences. They generally ad- 
mit that Minister Woodford's conduct of che 
diplomatic negotiations is very friendly and 
that he is desirous of peace, but the Spanish 
government is reported as unflinching and 
opposed to any, even friendly, interference 
to terminate the war except through its own 
efforts '’—a war, which they claim, is near- 
ing the end and is dally crushing the rebel- 

on.“ 

El Epoca (Conservative) says: The 
Queen Regent today encouraged her Minis- 
ters to continue their animated patriotic 
sentiments toward maintaining national 
honor and territorial integrity.’’ 

La Correspondencia de Espafia (Independ- 
ent and semi-official) publishes an interview 
with an “important political personage,” 
who says: 

“ Peace or war now hangs by a thread.“ 

There is anxious expectancy respecting 
the reply from Washington. : 

At the Cabinet council Sefior Sagasta, the 
Premier, explained with extreme precision 
all the details of the conferences and ne- 
gotiations, together with the state of the 
country and existing conditions, which he 
regarded as necessary to the formation ofa 
proper judgment.

SUMMER SCHEMES OF THE BUREAU 
OF ASSOCIATED CHARITIES. 


„ Potato Patch ” System to Be Eitended 
to Every Portion of the City—Free 
Use of Much Land Being Given by 
the Owners—Women to Devote Spe- 
cial Attention to Country Outings 
for Children—Poor Mothers May Be 
Included. — 


— 


The Bureau of Associated Charities is 
planning for much. work during the coming 
summer. Two subjects will engross the at- 
tention of the workers and Visitors of the 
organization—the potato patch” and the 
country outing for the children of the poor. 

Last year the potato patch“ was tried on 
a large scale at Englewood and proved suc- 
cessful in helping over poor families. 
This year the free garden work will be ex- 
tended to every portion of the city. A com- 
inittee of the central Organization is now at 
work canvassing leading real estate agents 
and owners of vacant and unimproved prop- 
erty’ suitable for gardening purposes. In 
nearly every instance where such property is 


fit for cultivation, and where the owners do 
not intend to build this year, the free use of 
the land is being given. 


By the middle of next month the manage- 
ment of the bureau expects to announce the 
districts where such work will be done and 
to prepare for the parceling out of the land 
to the deserving persons who will work it. 
The Associated Charities will see that the 
soil is plowed and harrowed, and will exer- 
cise a general supervision over the workers. 

The country outing for children, which 
was started last summer, will be the especial 
work of the women connected with the vari-. 
ous organizations associated with the bu- 
reau. Letters are now being written to 
friends in the country within a radius of 100 
miles of Chicago for the names and addresses 
of farmers who are willing to help in the 
work. It is hoped te have the matter in such 
shape by July that the systematic weekly 
sending of the children may be arranged. 

Last summer the bureau found hundreds 
of farmers who were willing to take from 
two to half a dozen children a week during 
the hot season. The cost per capita last year 
was only $1.50. The railroads in many in- 
stances gave free transportation to the liltle 
ones. It is the hope of Manager Bicknell 
that during the coming season the bureau 
may be able to give an outing to many of the 
overworked poor women as well as to the 
children.

LIVES AND DIES A HERMIT. 


Mrs. Elizabeth Otten, a Wealthy and 
Eccentric Widow, Expires With- | 
dut Medical Attention. 


Mrs. Elizabeth Otten, who had lived the 
life of a hermit in the midst of the city since 
the death of her husband nearly fourteen 

ears ago, was found dead in bed at her 

ouse, 144 Larrabee street, by the police of 
the Larrabee Street Station yesterday morn- 
ing. She had died alone and without med- 
ical attendance, though the police found 
in the house deeds to Chicago and St. Louis 
property amounting, it is said, to several 
hundred thousand dollars in value. It is 
believed that death was caused by dropsy. 

Mrs. Otten came to Chicago with her hus- 
band from Germany in 1853. They brought 
with them a small capital, which was ju- 
diciously invested in Chicago real estate and 
yielded abundant returns. Mr. Otten died 
in 1884, and since that time his widow had 
lived alone. She displayed rare eccentric- 
ities. With abundant means, she preferred 
to live in two rooms in a building where 
she died. When she became afflicted with 
dropsy seven years ago the neighbors tried 
vainly to induce her to, seek medical aid. 
—— say she went without sufficient food 
also. 

Among the property in her name is a 
three-story brick building at 144 Larrabee 
street, property at 358 Sedgwick street, a 
large number of suburban holdings in Chi- 
cago, and several tracts of land in St. Louis. 
A quantity of jewelry, but no money, was 
found in the house. It is believed by the 
neighbors that she had a large sum in a 
down-town safe deposit vault, but the po- 
lice have been able to secure no clew to its 
location. Mrs. Otten had made preparations 
for her burial by purchasing a lot in St.

Mr. Hart Conway's School of Acting gave 
a dramatic performance yesterday after- 
noon at the Grand Opera House. The selec- 
tion of Mr. A. W. Pinero’s The Profligate 
might appeaf at first sight to be rather a 
bold choice for young amateurs; but the re- 
sult entirely justified Mr. Hart Conway in 
his line of action. The English stage has 
moved very quickly in the last few years, 
and The Profligate, which only a short 
time ago was regarded as rather a daring 
play, and at all events dealt with the ethic 
of life from a modern point of view, is no’ 
almost old-fashioned. 

Not only the stage but public opinion ha 
altered radically with regard to certain 
questions, and such a person as Leslie Ren- 
shaw hardly exists, except possibly in some 
remote country parish of England. Never- 
theless “‘ The Profligate was the best Eng- 
lish play of its own year, and Is still a pow- 
erful and interesting drama constructed 
with all the skill for which Mr. Pinero is 
famous; and whether amateurs can reach 
the necessary heights required by such a 
play or not one performance of a real drania 
will do them fifty times as much good as 
twenty performances of the farces which are 
generally considered good enough for 
amateurs. 

Mr. Conway’s pupils acquitted themselves 
creditably under the circumstances. As 18 
always the case, they paid so much atten- 
tion to the recollection of their lines and 
the clearness of delivery that they were apt 
to lose sight of anything else, and they be- 
came stilted in speech and cramped in ar- 
tion In consequence. But these are faults 
which are apparently unavoidable. Several 
of the students showed distinct intelligence. 
notably Miss Minnie Warren, who showed 
more freedom than the rest, although her 
‘tendency is to overact. Miss Imel- 
da Grate, who played the part 
ot Irene most acceptably, and Miss Juliet 
Sager, who exhibited a certain emotional 
power as Janet Preece. The men, as usual, 
were more self-conscious and less natural.

Athens, March 31.—At the trial of Karditzi 
and Giorgii today on a charge of an attempt 
to assassinate King George of Greece on 
Feb.. 26 last, when his Majesty, accompanied 
by the Princess Maria, was returning from 
Phalerum to Athens, a large number af the 
leading Greeks and many members of the 
diplomatic corps were present. Karditzi, 
who is ill with consumption, said he was im- 
pelled to the act by newspaper articles de- 
claring King George responsible for the mis- 
fortunes of the country, and he declared that 
fhe had succeeded in killing the King he 
would have tried to kin Theodor Delyannis, 
the former Premier. Giorgii declared tha: 
he fired into the air. Both prisoners were 
condemned to death.

journeymen carpenters, and that a strike of 


not only did the association insist that it 
would adhere to the demands made in sec- 
tion ten of the agreement which has been 
under consideration that the journeymen 
agree to work only for members of the as- 
sociation, but a strong sentiment also de- 
veloped against granting the advance of 2% 
cents an hour to the journeymen, which was 
embodied in the proposition made by the as- 
sociation to the workmen. 

The meeting was held at the headquarters 
of the association, 116 Monroe street, and 
was largely attended. The report of the 
Committee of Arbitration representing the 
association setting forth the failure to come 
to any agroement with the journeymen was 
presented and accepted. Beyond the formal 
declaration that no agreement was now in 
existence between the association and the 
journeymen no formal business was trans- 
acted, the time being taken up with a gen- 
eral discussion of the situation. 

Many of those present contended that the 
members of the association would be better 
without an agreement than with one, saying 
it would result in putting all contractors on 
an equal basis, whereas under old conditions 
association contractors were frequently 
placed at a disadvantage as compared with 
those not members of the association. While 
no aggressive action was decided upon as 
agains the journeymen it was practically 

reed that all should stand together in case 

f a strike, and assist those who may be 
singled out for punishment by the journey- 
men. 

The question of whether the journeymen 
carpenters will go upon a strike or not is 
now being voted upon by the varicus unions 
throughout the city. While the result will 
not be definitely known before Saturday 
night, when the vote Will be canvassed at the 
meeting of the carpenters’ district council, 

here is little doubt that the vote will be i 
avor of a strike. It probably will resultina 
tie up of the building trades. This is con- 
sidered cértain if any general attempt is 
made by the bosses to continue work soi 
non-union help. 

It is stated that the carpenters’ strike will 
not affect the men employed directly by the 
city or Board of Education.

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BRODIE ON A TRAIN 


Bridge-Jumper Seen Passing 
Through Utica,N.Y. 


MYSTERY IN THE CASE. 


Starts for New York and His 
‘Death Is Reported. 


CRAPE ON BOWERY SALOON. 


A message was received in Chicago yester- 
day moruing from Adrian, Mich., announ- 
cing that Steve Brodie, bridge jumper and 
actor, had died on an east-bound Lake Shore 
train just before it reached the Michigan 
town. It appears now that he is not dead, 
but is just arrived in New York in a nervous 
and semi-alcoholic but live state after a day 
during which he was mourned as gone and 
wondered at as a mystery. 

Crape hung on the door of his Bowery 
saloon all the afternoon and on the front 
door of his residence, too. On the stage of 


the Alhambra Theater in Chicago, where 


Brodie’s company is playing, his portrait 
was hung—draped in deepest black. All his 
friends and the members of his company 
seemed to be in sorrow. 

The first thing that brought Brodie into a 
new flash of notoriety was a télegram to 
his manager, C. W. Williams, from Adrian 
announcing the death. The latest news of 
him came to Tun TRIBUNE at 1 o'clock this 
morning from Utica, N. V., announcing that 
the bridge jumper passed through there on 
the New York Central train at 12:18 a. m. 
and would reach New York at 7 a. m. today. 

Theory of His Friends. 

The train on which Brodie departed from 
Chicago left the city at 2:45 a. m. yesterday. 
Friends had a theory that, thinking he was 
about to die, he started for his New York 
home in the hopes of reaching his wife and 
children before the end came. 

Te officials of the road, however, were 
unable to locate the body of the actor 
either at Adrian or at any other point along. 
the roads This was all the more significant 
for the reason that it is one of the practices 
of the road to put off at the nearest station 
the body of any passenger who dies en 
route, and it was supposed that his body 
would be found at Adrian. His wife, how- 
ever, had not béen. able to find it there. 
Telegrams from there to THE TRIBUNE were 
to the effect that no one there knows any- 
thing About the matter. ‘ 


Clew to Missing Man. 


According to the story told at the Lake 
Shore station by the station master and 
others who. were there when the 2:45 train 
pulled out, a man answering the description 
of the missing actor entered the station 
in a nervous condition, and asked the police- 
man in attendance to write a telegram for 
him, as he was not able to do so. The po- 
liceman obligingly wrote from dictation to 
C. W. Wililams, care the Alhambra Theater, 
to the effect that Steve Brodie had died on 
the train while on his way to New York. 
The telegram further requested Williams, 
who turned out to be Brodie’s manager, to 
notify his family in New York. 

After writing the telegram; the policeman 
asked what name he was to sign. To this 
the man replied that he would sign it him- 
self. He walked over to the telegraph office, 
and, after signing it, took the train, remark- 
ing that he would send it from the train. 
Just before the train pulled out the col- 
ored porter on the rear sleeper stepped from 
his car and told the station master that 
Steve Brodie had died that day. When 


asked where he had died he answered he 


had died somewhere on the train that day. 

Dr. R. P. Boyd, house physician at the 
Clifton House, the hotel patronized by Brodie 
while in the city, attended the actor during 
his recent sickness, and he is authority for 
the statement that Brodie was in a state of 
great nervous excitement, and seemed anx- 
ſous to get back to New York. It also ap- 
pears that he has been drinking heavily for 
several weeks past, and his heart has been 
affected thereby. Dr. Boyd warned him 
against appearing on the stage on Wednes- 
day night on account of the condition of his 
heart. 

C. W. WHitams, Brodie's manager, when 
told last night of the occurrence at the rail- 
road station, was at a loss what to make of 
it. He had thoroughly believed in the re- 
ported death, and thought the body was at 
Adrian. Brodie’s act was omitted from the 
play at the Alhambra last night, and instead 
the scene was set as usual. Instead of the 
living actors, however, there was placed in 
the center of the stage a large lithograph 
picture of Brodie draped with crépe,. Duriag 
the hush that fell over the audience Man- 
ager Williams stepped forward and an- 
nounced the death of the actor. He had 
not then heard the latest report from Utica, 


„% Worrying Himself to Death.“ 

An intimate friend of Brodie’s, who was 
satisfied last evening that the bridge-jumper 
was dead, said that on last Tuesday night 
they were together in Brodie's dressing- 
room at the Alhambra when Brodie said: 

It's no use, old man. I'm sick, and I've 
drank too much all my life, but it isn't that 
that's got me down. I’m worrying myself 
to death, and I've got to get to New York 
to see Gertie. It's all a mistake, but it's kill- 
ing me. and I’m going to pass it all up and 
go home.“ ee 

What he said was apparently the truth. 
Any one could see it was not the same light- 
hearted Brodie. He was seriously h. then 
and he knew it, but the worry was worse 
than the bodily illness, and Wednesday 
night after the pefformance he left the Clif- 
ton House, where he had been living, and 
started for the station, supposedly to go to 
New York and see his wife. boil

lessee. 

For years the drug company has paid an 
annual rental of $20,000 for the buiiding at 
the northeast corner of Clark and Madison 
streets.

tion Army, made his farewell address in 
Chicago at the Auditorium last night before 
one of the largest audiences ever gathered 
in that building. Luther Laflin Mills pre- 
sided and General Booth delivered a stirring 
address on the principles and accomplish- 
ments of the great organization of which he 
is commander-in-chief. The bonnets and 
uniforms of hundreds of members of the 
army were seen in the audience, and the 
boxes were filled with people well known in 
Chicago’s social and business circles. 

Commander Booth-Tucker called the meet. 
ing to order and introduced Luther Lafily 
Mills as chairman. -In opening the meeting 
Mr. Mills said: | 

It matters not what one voice may say in praise 
of the Salvation Army. It is no longer misunder- 
stood for its mission or derided for its methods. 
It is sustained by the conscious presence of a 
supreme power, mightier than man, and marches 
at last through the nations amid the grateful 
tributes of mankind. The whole world knows its 
leader and mankind loves him, and the almighty 
seems to graciously approve him. For nearly 
fifty years he has walked on thé flintstones of this 
earth, kind as any woman, unselfish as a mother, 
and wise as any sage, a strong but gentle leader. 
He is the patriarch of the masses, and the prophet 
of the poor. 1 

Welcome to the heart of America, whoge 
are writing more clearly than ever before in in- 
tense letters the inscription of humanity upon the 
emblem of their republic. Welcome is William 
Booth, still pleading his holy cause, the unselfish 
friend of man and the humble servant of his God.

POSTMASTER’S ANNUAL REPORT. 
Mr. Gordon Issues His First Yearly | 


Statement of Work Done and 
Changes in Prospect. 


Postmaster Charles U. Gordon 
his first year in office last night. During 


that time he has made a number of changes , | | 


in the operation of the office: He has in- 
creased the area of the free delivery service, 
and during the next year he nopes to have 
every section of Chicago included in the 
free delivery route. The revenue of the of- 
fice has increased over 12 per cent during 
the year, and a number of carriers and clerks 
has been added to the force of employees. 
From a report prepared by Mr. Gordon the! 
following facts are drawn: 

The increase of carrier force will result in 
the establishment of free delivery stations 
at Pullman, Riverdale, Chicago Lawn, and 
several other suburbs. The better accommo- 
dation of the public through the building of 
new stations has been advocated by Mr. 
Gordon. During the year he has succeeded. 
in inducing the department to establish new 
stations in place of the present Stations K 
and M. Station H serves the lumber dis- 
trict about Blue Island avenue and Twenty- 
second street, while Station M serves the 
district in the vicinity of Cottage Grove 
avenue and Thirty-ninth street. The post- 
master also secured permission to establish 
a new station in the place of. Station L. at the 
junction of Indiana and Cottage Grove 
avenues. 

Another innovation in the postal service 
Introduced by Mr. Gordon was the granting 
of service stripes to letter- carriers. 

Among other things in which Mr. Gordom 
has done good work is in relation to a 878 
tem of rapid transit for urban mails. Dur- 
ing the year Mr. Gerdon took up the ques- 
tion of the mailing of matter with the bus 
ness houses of the city, and succeeded in in 
Gucing most of them to mall their matter at 
intervals during the day.

As now cohducted itis as thoroughly 
legitimate and safe a business as any mer- 
cantile venture, and the returns in the case 
of a winning club are far larger on the capi-. 


tal invested and risk taken than in any other 


line. It is a business not seriously affected 
by gene business depression, and the 
chances for loss are far less than in almost 
any other form of investment. 

“Captain Adrian C. Anson has long been 
a conspicuous figure in the ranks of base- 
ball, and for many reasons is doubtless one 
of the best known men in America. His 
name is a household word wherever base- 
ball is known, and his presence is a tower 
of strengtn to the Chicago baseball club. 

“His name has, for nearly a quarter of.

White Squadron May Hold Flo- 
ulla at Puerto Rico. 


SEEKS MORE SHIPS ABROAD. 


Commander Brownson Has Five Big 
5 Fighters in Sight. 


ACTIVITY IN THE DEPARTMENTS 


Washington, D. C., March 31.—[Special.]— 
There was a renewal of apprehension today 


tion which came from Minister Woodford 

at Madrid to the effect that a formidable 

Spanish squadron was forming at Cadiz. 

The powerful ships of the Spanish navy, the 

Infanta Marie Teresa and the Christobal 

Colon, with the torpedo boat destroyer De- 

structor, have arrived at that port from 

Carthegenia, whence they sailed yesterday 

without an announcement of their destina- 

tion. The formation of this squadron at this 
time is regarded as one of menace to the 

United States. 
Besides the three ships which left Carta- 

gena there are the battleship Victoria, which | 
has been used as a training ship and which 
is of little value, and the Alfonso XIII., 

- which is one of the best ships of the Spanish 
navy. It is of 5,000 feet displacement, 308 
feet in length, 50 feet beam, 20 feet draft, 
11,000 horse power, and capable of 20 knots 
speed. The ordnance includes four 8-inch 
guns, six 65-inch guns, six 2-inch rapid-fire 
guns, and six 1.4-inch guns. The comple- 

ment of men is 276. 

Tue fleet will at least consist of three for- 
midable battleships or armored cruisers and 
one strong destroyer which will be an easy 
match for the flying squadron under the 
command of Commodore Schiey. This in- 
ident was sufficient today to renew the re- 
ports that Schiey has been held under orders 
at Hampton Roads to sail at a signal from 
the Washington authorities toward Puerto 
Rico. The scheme seems to be to hold that 
island against the approach of the torpedo 
fiotilla which left the Canaries last week and 
which should reach Puerto Rico some time 
next week. 2 


There is no disguising the fact that the 
Navy department people are greatly con- 
cerned at the approach of the flotilla and over 
the formation of the squadron at Cadiz. It 
is pointed out that the flotilla may renew 
Ns supplies of coal and provisions at Puerto 
Rico and sail at leisure into Havana harbor. 
With the latter place as a base of opera- 
tions it would be the work of a few hours 
on some dark and rainy night to create 
havoc and disaster among the-ships at Key 
West. This possibility has been recognized 
to such an extent that the greatest pre- 
cautions are being exercised by Captain 
Sampson in regard to the vessels under his 

command, 

Theenavy officers discuss with much feel- 
the policy which should be adopted by 
the authorities. Most of them maintain that 
there should be no further delay if there is 
to be war, and nearly every one admits that 
‘each day’s postponement of eetive opera- 


tions places the Spanish service at a decided |

destroyers, a type of warship in which the 
American navy is sadly lacking. The ves- 
gels which have been regarded as suitable

mored cruisers, each of 6,840 tons displace- 
ment, 328 feet in length, 59 feet beam, and 
23 feet draft, with twenty knots speed.

The army ordnance officers have instruct- 
ed their agents at home and abroad to con- 
tinue the purchase of rapid-fire guns. The 
War department has already purchased 
nearly sixty of these weapons in Europe, 
representatives acquiring them at the 
Vicker-Maxim and the Armstrong works in 
England. Bach gun has a double supply of 
ammunition, and later on projectiles and 
powder will be manufactured in this country 
for the European weapons. This is a feature 
which is easily attended to and is within

The bill appropriates $5,000,000 for this pur- 
pose, and it was stated by Mr. Lodge that 
an effort would be made to have the bill be- 
come a law immediately. Negotiations for 
the purchase of these islands have been 
pending thirty-five years, and were in-

The other island, St. John, which Is tribu- 
tary to St. Thomas, has less than 1,000 per- 
sons on its 42 square miles and these at 
present liv@ without profit to themselves or 
the mother country. 

Next to the harbor of the English at An- 
tiqua the port of St. Thomas has always been 
considered one of the safest in the Antilles. 
The. island lies in what is known as the 
Virgin group, a subdivision of the Lesser 
Antilles, and is one of the first sighted by 
European étedmers coming westward by the 
northern route. For a century after Co- 
lumbus named the group of which it is one 
the Virgins were usually described as a 
“knot of little islands wholly uninhabited, 
sandy, barren, and craggy —80 many in 
number that the discoverer did not hesitate 
to call them after the eleven thousand virgins 
of fame—but such a description must now be 
restricted to the smaller islands only of the 
during Lincoln's administration. In a re- 
port, which was adopted unanimously, tho 
committee said: 

The argument in favor of the possession 
of these island can be briefly stated. They 
are unanswerable. So long as these islands 
are in the market there is always the danger 
that some European power may purchase | 
them. This would be an infringement of the 
Monroe doctriné and would at once involve 
the United States in difficulty with the Bu- 
ropean power which sought possession of {| 
them. In the interests of peace it is of great 
importance that they should pass into the 
hands of the United States and cease to be | 
a possible source of foreign complication 
which might easily lead to war.

We have always been 
anxious to have a good coaling station in 
the West Indies. Important in time of 
peace, such a station would be essential to 
our safety in time of war. 


Have Long Been Wanted. | 


* Successive administrations have labored 
to secure a West Indian naval station. Dur- 
ing the war of the rebellion the United 
States secured the harbor of St. Nicholas 
from Hayti for that purpose. General Grant 
endeavored during his Presidency to secure 
Samana Bay. The effort to obtain these 
Danish islands was begun by Mr. Seward 
during Lincoln's administration.

$250,000 BUSHELS. 

Dreyfus & Co. Supposed to Be the Buy- 
ers—Speculators Had No Suggestion 
of the Trade Before the Close of 
Change—Liverpool Was Strong on 
Nearby Deliveries—Provisions Have 
a Substantial Rally—Coarse Grain 
Markets Rule Dull but Steady. 


Letter practically confirms the announce- 
of a sale of 2,250,000 bu of wheat nego- 
tiated early this week. This is a sale of a 
sufficierit ratio to His entire cash holding to 
correct the impression Which has prevalled 
that he was not embracing his excellent op- 
portunities to sell wheat which might prove 
hard to place later on. His testimony be- 
fore the Board of Directors in the inquiry 
regarding the establishment of a marginal 
price opened the eyes of a great y wheat 
trade people as te the extent of Bis opera- 
tlons, abroad. Since that time he has report- 


ed extensive sales day after day and recent- 


ly stated that he was averaging 250,000 bua 
day. That was his business on Wednesday 
and he reported new business yesterday of 
100,000 bu. Even these sales, which would 
soon represent a large aggregate, have not 
caused much comment for the simple reason 
that the daily additions to contract stocks 


in current receipts and clearing-hoyge trans- 


fers have beén almost a8 large. 
Biggest Sale in Weeks. 


A round lot sale of 2,250,000 bu is a different 
thing. It explains in part Mr. Leiter’s 
gnxiety to get control of wheat which is 
due him on May contracts, and his efforts 
to get wheat moving to the seaboard. His 
all rail shipments have been enormous, but 
with the opening of navigation his wheat 
will doubtless go by lake and rail. Loading 
into vessels began yesterday, and there was 
apparently no trouble at the elevators. 
Mr. Leiter claims the details of the sale are 
not all completed, but inferentially admits 
the transaction, While no details of the sale 
are given out officially all the indications 
point to Dreyfus as the purchaser. It is a 
matter of common knowledge that Louis 
Rappaport, Dreyfus’ agent, was here on 
Monday and in extended consultation with 
Mr. Leiter.

COMPANY IS STILL WATCHED 


Property-owners in Wabash avenue are 
wondering more than ever now if the Chicago 
City railway company has not played a 
shrewd trick on Mayor Harrison and the 
Corporation Counsel's office and slipped a 
permanent trolley line into the down-town 
district through that street. Iron trolley 


| poles, set in cement, have been set up from 


Twenty-second to Congress street on the 
company’s permit to erect a temporary loop, 
and it has just dawned on every one, includ- 
ing the Commissioner of Public Works offi- 
cials, that the only temporary quality about 
the trolley poles is in the remote possibility 
of the city ever being able to dig them up 
again. 
No bond was required. of the company to 
remove its trolley poles after the Sixteenth 
street track elevation is finished. The only 
recourse the city has to get the poles out of 
Wabash avenue is through an order from 
the Mayor or Commissioner of Public Works. 
If the company is backward about comply- 
ing the track elevation ordinance provides 
for the city tearing up the poles. Wabash 
avenue property-owners have just recollect- 
ed, however, that trolley, poles once set in 
the ground, particularly in cement, are not. 
apt to be dug up again with ease or dispatch. 

Montgomery Ward, who stopped the rail- 
way company from placing trolley poles in 
Michigan avenue yesterday with a restrain- 
ing order from Judge Brentano, is confident 
that the company will not make another 
effort to put a trolley line in that tHorough- 
fare. Mr. Ward declared that the same 
watchman who @iscovered the street railway 
employés setting trolley poles at midnight 
on Tuesday was still on duty. 

The restraining order is based on a Su- 
preme Court decision that Michigan avenue 
from Madison to Randolph street is to be 
used for park purposes only, and that any 
owner of abutting property has the right to 
enjoin threatened encroachments. The track 
elevation ordinance permits the temporary 
trolley loop only where there are street car 
tracks already laid, which will shut the loop 
out of Michigan avenue north of Randolph 
street. 

Some of the largest owners of Wabash 
avenue property declared during the day, 
however, that they were not averse to the 
trolley getting into the down-town district 
through that thoroughfare. One of these, 
whose real estate interests in Wabash ave- 
nue are said to run up close to the millions, 
said on this subject: 

„ don’t believe a trolley line would be a 
whit worse than the cable. Everybody said 
the elevated loop was going to ruin Wabash 
avenue, and in my judgment it hasch t hurt 
the street a particle. I'm not a holder ot 
Chicago City railway securities, 

Commissiqner of Public Works McGann is 
out of the city, but Deputy Commissioner 
Toolen said wooden trolley poles would not 
have been permitted and that cement was 
necessary. It was the general impression 
about both the commissioner's office and the 
office of the Department of Streets and Alleys 
the company had shown Its thrift by putting 
up trolley poles calculated to stay a hun 
years unless the city tears them down. 


INSPECTOR SCHAACK IS BETTER.

Indeed, the 
marriage wou'd not have taken place had 
she not consented to make the change, which 
is generally understood to have been morea 
matter of form than anything else, since 
the Hebrew race rarely abandon their creed 
in reality and at heart; whatever questions 
of policy ‘may lead them to do in ap»ear- 
ance. 


the first Napoleon's famous Marshal Ber- 
thier, whom he created not only Prince of 
Wagram in recognition of the brilliant serv- 
ices which he rendered at the battle of 
Wagram, but likewise bestowed upon him 
the sovereignty of the principality of Neuf- 
chatel in Order to enable him to contract a 
marriage on à footing of equality with Prin- 
cess Marie, daughter of the King of Ba- 
varia. 

When the emplte was overthrown and Na- 
poleon was exiled to Elba Marsha! Berthier 
made his peace with the Bourbons and re- 
ceived in return the title of Duke of Wagram, 
as Well as agent in the Chamber of Peers. 

The present Princess of Wagram, a daugh- 
ter of the Prankfort Rothschilds, is se proud 
of the royal Bavarian blood that flows! her 
husband's veins that she insists on vcing 
accorded everywhere precedence as a metn- 
ber of a once sovereign family, that is to 
say, she considers herself by virtue of her 
ma above an ordinary Duchess or 
Princess, and insists on taking the pas of 
her eldest sister, who is married to the Duke 
of Gramont. 

Possibly her pretefisions, which excite a 
good deal of ridicule; would not be conceded 
to the extéfit that they are at Paris were it 
not for the fact that she has the Rothschild 
wealth with which to back them up. They 
will probably be now more readily con- 
ceded than ever that she has been so to 
speak consecra in the eyes of the noble 
Faubourg by hg admitted to the honor 
of kissing the cross embroidered on the Pon- 
tiff's slipper, the first member of the house 
of Rothschild to do so. 

The nobility of the De Gramonts is, of 
course, far more illustrious and more an- 
cient than that of the Wagrams. Indeed, 
there is no family that figures so extensively 
in the pages of French bistory as that of the 
De Gramonts. The father of the present 
Duke was Minister of Foreign Affairs at the 
time of the declaration of the war against 
Germany in 1870; and is regarded as pri- 
marily responsible for the confiict. 

The present Duke's mother was a Scotch 
woman of the name of Mackinnom, and was 
a rigid Presbyterian, which.she persisted in 
remaining until her de at the age of 86, 
only a few years ago. If T mention this It is 
only to show that the present Duchess, née 
De Rothschild, might pertectly well have re- 
tained her Jewish faith had she shown the 
same amount of backbon® as her Scotch 
mother-in-law. 


One after the other the palates of royalty 
are becoming egonverted into commonplace 
hotels; This is the case with several of the 
hotels at Munich, notably the Four Sea- 
sons, with the palace that is still owned by 
the Empress of Austria's brother, Duke 
Charles Theodore of Bavaria, on the Teg- 
gern Lake, in the Bavarian Highlands, with 
the Khedive’s formerly favorite palace of 
Ghezireh at Cairo, while now the newspa- 
pers contain advertisements of the opening 
as an hotel of King Leopold's royal palace of 
the Ardennes, near Namur. The hotel in 
question comprises the shooting in the neigh- 
boring royal forest. Several monarchs, no- 
tably the Kings pf Wurtemburg and Swe- 
den, are already hotelke@pers, so that it looks | 
as if innkeeping were to be the ultimate des- 
tination of royalty. ae 


—— 
It is fortunate that the new Turkish Min- 
ister at Washington has some means of his 
own, and that he will therefore not be entire- 
ly dependent upon his government for the 
necessary funds not only to maintain his 
mission with ‘befitting dignity, but even to 
make,both ends meet. In fact, there is no 
dange® of his finding himsetf nahe predica- 
ment of his unfortunate colleagues at Berm 
lin, Lisbon, Spain, and in sundry other Euro- 
pean capitals, most of whom have been driv- 
en to such straits by the fallure of their gov- 
ernment to pay their salaries and allowances 
that after the butcher and the grocer had 
stopped their credit a refused to supply 
them any longer they were reduced to living 
on the hosPitality. of their foreign fellow- 
diplomats and of the people.among whom 
their lot was cast.

chase a ticket for Constantinople.
